an alcoholic content as thus denned is or is not intoxicating is a 
question of fact as to which there seems to be some difference o* 
opinion. This bill further provides in substance that, although a 
beverage with such an alcoholic content may in fact be intoxicat- 
ing, it shall be considered non-intoxicating. Such a provision 
might open a very wide door to evasions of the taw,, as the legisla- 
tion now rapidly passing through the Federal Congress fixes an

This bill further provides in substance that, althougli a 
beverage with such an alcoholic content may in fact be into'xicat- 
ing, it shall be considered non-intoxicating.

might open a very wide door to evasions of the law, as the legisla- 
tion now rapidly passing through the Federal Congress fixes an 
alcoholic content very much less than that prescribed by this bill, 
jmd as the Federal law when passed will be supreme it would be 
the limit of futility for this commonwealth to put upon Its statute 
books an act which would be a dead letter as soon as the Federal 
jrovernmcn shall have spoken upon the subject."
